His 
Canadidn successes constitute an ag- 
gregate which gives him an average 
over his farming years of one hundred 
prizes per year. 

Born in a little Devon village and 
for ten years following the pursuit of 
market gardener, Mr. Larcombe'’s ex- 
perience forms a further addition to 
the examples of ‘outstanding success 


achieved by immigrants from the Brit- 
ish Isles, unacquainted with western 
conditions. ~He came to Winnipeg in 
1889 and proceeded to Birtle, where 
even then existed a thriving colony of 
old country farmers. After a year's 
experience as hired man with a: farm- 
er in the district, he rented a farm, 
which after five years, he purchased 
and still occupies. 

At a time when everyone was en 
grossed in wheat he concentrated not 
so much on grains as on vegetubles. 
His first local exhibit won three 
prizés, and in his fipst ten years of 
farming he made ri entries and se- 
cured 134 awards. From 1905 to 
1908 he grew roots, vegetables and 
grain for the: Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way for éxhibition purposes in otlier 
countries, and produced citrons, cu- 
cumbers, pumpkins, squash and. mar- 
rows for the Dominion Government 
for the same purpose. tee 

Mr. Larcombe’s career as an exhibi- 
tor has been one consistent succession 
of triumphs too lengthy to mention in 
detail. His international successes 
have brought considerable renown to 
Western Canada and widely advertis- 
ed the wonderful possibilities of in- 
telligent farming with assiduous ap- 
plication. Mr, Larcombe recently 
celebrated his seventieth birthday on 
the farm which has been the scene of 
every one of his achievements. He 
can look back over his thirty years bf 
agricultural life in Manitoba with su- 
preme satisfaction in the knowledge 
that in winning renown and prosper- 
ity for himself he has pointed the way 
to thousands of his fellow-country- 
men.

“| met my friend General John W. 
Stewart, a°few days ago, on~his re 
turn from an expedition to the Gold 
Coast,” says Mr. T. P, O'Connor, In 
the London Sunday Times. The 
visit was occasioned by the big con- 
tract he is carrying out for building a 
proper harbor on the coast—a harbor 
that will revolutionize all the condl- 
tions in that very promising colony. 

“I ‘was surprised tojhear that my 
friend—who is usually so reticent and 
so impassive as to have got the name 
of “frozen-faced” in Canada, where he 
has done some hard work—had to! 
make speeches to representative meet- | 
ings of the native leaders. 

“Jack Stewart,” as he is known to 
his friends, is one ofthe quiet, mod- 
est and almost self-absorbed men 
who have done big things in the Em-; 
pire. Some. forty years ago he left 
his native Assynt—a little town in 
Sutherlandshire, and landtd in New 
Quebec with ten shillings in his poc- 
ket—ten shillings borrowed from his 
mother, who with her husband, lived 
on a small croft in Assynt; today Jack | 
Stewart is 4 miiiionaire. He had to 
Start as a farm hand with a country: | 
man: on a Quebec farm; then he got} 
on to the railway, and employing the | 
skilled knowledge he had learned at a! 
Scotch college,.was soon seeking the 
possibilities of railway contracting. | 
He started: by subcontragting for 
three miles on a railway whicl a big | 
contracting firm were then building | 
in Montana; made a good bit of 
money on this, then took a_ second} 
contract for ten miles; and then show- | 
ed himself such a genius that he was 
taken into the big firm; and from that 
point he has gone on building big rail- 
ways, tunnels, docks and the rest, 

“I spent two years in trying to get 
Downing. Street to take into its serv- 
ice during the worst moments of the 
Great War, this man of genius, and 
failed. One morning I was rung up 
by Mr, Lloyd George—not yet Pre-| 
mier—and asked to send Stewart to 
him; but Stewart had sajled that 
morning for Canada, The moment 
Mr. Lloyd George came to the War 
Office he summoned Jack, Stewart 
from the west of Canada, Jack set 
to work at once on the front; brought 
order out of chaos; and ran up rail- 
ways with a rapidity that astounded 
the authorities, 

Soon there was a crisis; a general 
wanted a few miles of line and 
wanted them at once. I have heard 
Stewart was asked what time he 
would take to build them, and Stew- 
art’s answer was a week; he finished 
the job in four days and a half! 

Stewart made no complaint when 
the list of honors appeared time af- 
ter time without his name; “the only 
obstacle I can imagine in his way 
was the resolution passed by the (‘an- 
adian Parliament against the accept- 
ance of such honors by Canadians. 
And this was held to apply to 2 man 
who is now one of the largest land- 
holders in Sutherlandshire—of which} 
his native Assynt is a part-—-for he has 
never lost his love of his native land; 
he is a Highlander who speaks Gaelle, 
and has subscribed for years to every 
fund for the encouragement of the 
Celtic language of his people; and per- 
haps one day aspires to be a member 
in a Scottish Parliament, for he is a 
Scotch Home Ruler. If I had been}

The drop is 
due to the decreased ‘price of farm 
commodities as compared to what he 
buys. , 

Patten for years has been a keen 
student of agricultural condi‘ions, and 
his views are accepted as authoritative 
by students of the subjec;. 

_“Y am asked where the farmer is 
headed for and what at there is 
for the present situa‘ion,”’ Patten said. 
“In reply, I answer, the farmer is not 
headed anywhere—he has already ar- 
rived, His trouble is~ fundamental,

“Crops represerm’ the wages of the 
farmer. He gets so many bushels of 
wheat for his year’s labor. The ex- 
change value of the wheat measured 
in terms of the products of other labor 
represents the farmer’s reward. 

“If his produa's will now exchange 
for only 71 percent of what they ex- 
changed for in 1913, as shown by gov- 
ernment reports, then his wages have 
been reduced by that much.

Keep Your Tools Sharp 


Recently there came. into the hands of the writer of this column a copy 
of a @ircular letter addressed by a landlord to the fifty odd tenant farmers on 
his more than 25,000 acrcs of land in Western Canada. This little circular 
contained one or two patagrarphs Which deserve much wider circulation than 
meresy to this landlord’s own tenants; hence the decision to quote It here: 

“I stepped into a blacksmith shop the other day and the blacksmith call- 
ed my attention to a disc he was sharpening, and this in substance is what he 
said: ‘The farmer who owns this dise has had it for fifteen years and this is 
the first time it has ever been sharpened. I told him,’ he said,, ‘that it was 
not strange that bis only crop for a long time had been weeds. You have 
been dragging this old dige around for years ind it has been only a roller 
going ofer your land. You are as dull in your head as this old disc.” That 
blacksmith was right. There are two kinds of farmers, dull and sharp. One 
has dull plows, dull discs, dull cultivators, dull mowers, dull scythes, dull 
hoes, dull saws, dull axes, etc.; the other has tools and machinery that are 
in perfect condition, One succeeds, the other fails.” 

How mony .farmers have yet to realize the importance of the plain truths 
expressed in the above quoted-paragraph? How many are today laying the 
blame for: poor crops and cther misfortunes upon everything but their own 
shortsightedness, carelessness, or deliberate neglect? The farmer who has a 
poor crop on account of hail, rust or frost—cOnditions over which, he has no 
control—deserves our sympathy, but the farmer who has a poor crop while 
his neighbors bave a. good crop, is simply a sloppy farmer and is entitled to 
no sympathy from anyone. ¥ 

In the highly organized and efficiently oanaged factories of today the 
oversight and cave given to the tools and machinery in-use is hardly second- 
ary to the care given in the selection of the employees. When saws, or 
plunes, or cutting tools of any kind begin to get dull, or a nick appears, they 
are at once replaccd by a perfect tool, while the old one is sent to be sharp- 
ened The time taken in making the change, and the expense involved in 
re-sharpening, {is more than made up in the better class of work turned out. 
Not only so, but more work can be done in a given time with sharp tools than 
with dull ones, consequently the workman is making larger profits for his 
employer and doing so with less of worry and strain to himself. Keeping 


' 


. tools sharp means increased efficiency and gain all round. 


Farmers sometimes feel that the big manufacturers are unjust and are 
amassing great wealth at the expense of. the toilers of the soil, but many of 
the time and labor saving devices employed by manufacturers can, and should 
be, adopted by farmers, and not, least of these is the giving of a little time and 
attention to the vitally important matter!of keeping one’s tools of production 
sharp and in proper shape to do the work for which they are intended. 

A farmer to ‘succeed in Western Canada today needs to be not only care- 
ful and industrious, but intelligent and up-to-date. The old idea that the 
rich soil of the West 1 needs to be plowed and seeded and that Nature will 
to be dull; he must be sharp if he is to succeed. He must be sharpmentally; 
to b dull; he must be sharp if he is to‘succeed. He must be sharp mentally; 
that is, he should to the best of his ability keep abreast of the times and keep 
himself informed as to the best methods to employ in his farming operations, 
and he should keep his tools sharp in order that -he may apply that knowledge 
in a practical and efficient manner and thus obtain the results which such 
knowledge adhd application will secure. 

It has been denienstrated within the past two or three years what can be 
accomplished in combatting the grasshopper pest through the application of 
knowledge andthe adoption of the right tools and methods. . If farmers and 

municipal authorities would tackle the noxious weeds problem in the same 
energetic and efficient way it would only takea few seasons to pretty well 
clean up the weeds in this country which Sery year are taking a toll of hun- 
dreds of thousands, if not millions of dollars, out of the pockets of Western 
farmers. ‘ And sloppy plowing, bad discing, leaving ridges here and low 


places there, partly caused by using dull tools, is to a considerable extent 


responsible for the growth of weeds and this huge inexcusable loss.

Contracts for 1,100 miles rural tele- 
phone line construction have been 
awarded by the Alberta Telephong De- 
partment ae the second in- 
stalment — the Government's pro- 
gramme Po the 1922 season, ‘The 
mileage represented in these con: 
tracts, six in number, is spread over 
all parts of Central and Southern Al- 
berta, and the total expenditure in- 
volved will be about $125,000. [ is 
expected that the 1,100 miles of new 
lines will almost or entirely complete 
the work to be done this year in the 
way of rural telephone construction,

New Method 
For Analyzing 
Chemicals 


Sclentists Achieve Wonderful Results 
With Use of X-Rays 


A brand new method of analyzing 
chemical was made public to On- 
tario druggists who dined in the Con- 
naught Hotel recently as the guests 
of Harold F. Ritchie, Toronto distribu- 
tor, when Dr. Wheeler P. Davey, re- 
search physicist at the General Elec. 
tric Company, outlined some of the 
uses to which the X-rays have been 
put, and which aré not familiar to the 
general public, 

X-rays of a wave length such that 
140 million ripples are contained in 
the compass of one centimeter is the 
medium which Dr. Davey hopes will 
shortly supplement the analyses which 
‘all chemists, and druggists have to 
make at the present time, and which 
will afford a satisfactory me of 
determining the state of combination 
of many chemicals, which are at pres. 
ent the bugbear of analytical chemis- 
try. 

The method is already beyond the 
experimental stage, and has been 
successfully utilized in differentiating 
chemicals which could not be distip- 
guished in any other way. 

The one requirement for the oper- 
ation of this scheme of analysis, is 
that the substance which fs to be in- 
vestigated must be crystallized. The 
powdered crystal of the substance 
under examination is placed in the 
path of a “beam” of X-rays: which 
have been filtered so as to contain a 
high percentage .of a single wave 
length. 

The beam which the face of the 
crystal reflects is permitted to fall 
upon a photographic film, and it has 
been found that when this negative 
is developed in ‘the usual way, it 
gives, not a uniform exposure, such 
as would be obtained if a beam’ of 
ordinary light fell upon the sensi- 
tized emulsion, but a series of almost 
definite, and characteristic of the ma- 
terial used. - 

It is'-by classification of the nies 
tures which are obtained in this 
manner, that Dr. Davey. is able to 
distinguish with ease between ‘many 
chemical compounds which are 
troublesome to analysts who. use 
only the conventional chemical meth- 
ods. X-rays are used in this work 
because. the wave length is roughly 
equal to the distance between the 
centres of the atoms in the crystals, 
and it is about a thousandth of the 
wave length of visible light, 

“The new: method of analysis is 
founded: on the pioneer work of 
Prof. Bragg, in England, which was 
later modified by Dr. A: W. Hull, of 
the staff of the research laboratories 
of the General Electric Company.” 
Dr. Davey told his audience, “It has 
taken hold to such an extent that 
many men, in the United States and 
Canada are using it. The data which 
all of these workers are accumulating 
together with the results at the G. EB. 
laboratories, may eventually make it 
possible to use the method as a sys- 
tem of chemical analysis, as well as 
a means of detecting impurities.” 

“I do not suggest that the X-ray 
method will eventually become the 
only one which analysists will use, 
but I'am confident that within ten 
years, the purity of any ‘substances 
which can be secured in crystals will 
not be considered certain until a 
film has been made of it as I have 
described.” 

In pointing out that X-ray analysis 
furnishes a new weapon to druggists 
for detecting the impurities in certain 
of their products, Dr. Lavey cited a 
case in the Schenectady Laboratories, 
whereby one of the ordinary sals had

“When I was a young boy at school 
I did not believe in study, I worked a 
little, but I played a lot, and I did

a prominent school in Toronto, my 
parents received a -report which; 
without bragging, 1 think I may say 
was the worst report ever written 
about a boy..--I was in trouble from 
the beginning of the year.

of the principal of that school it would

Flour Dangerous Explosive 


Six Pounds Said to be Sufficient to 
Blow Up a Building” 
The housewife when making her 
pies and cakes seldom reflects that 
flour is as dangerous an explosive as 
‘gunpowder. If the contents of a six- 
pound sack of wheat flour were dis- 
tribufed through the air of a good- 
sized house ,the lighting of a match 
would blow up the building. Twice 
| tae quantity of flou* mixed with four 
thotfsand cubic feet of air in a closed 
| place would, if ignited, generate 
enough force to throw 2,500 tons to a 
height of one hundred feet. What 
{is the reason of this? .When flour is 
distributed through the air of a room 
every particle of it comes in contact 
with the oxygen ofthe air; conse- 
quently it burns instantaneously on 
being lighted. A great quantity of 
gas is generated suddenly, and in try- 
ing to expand in a closed place bursts 
the walls of the room. Grain dust 
} is not alone in its explosive tenden- 
cies, for meal dust, rubber  dust,, 
sugar cork and paper dust act similur- 
jy.

Bell Predicted Development of Tele. 
phone 40 Years Ago 

The remarkable foresight of the 
late Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, in- 
yentor of the telephone, is shown by 
a letter written by him as long ago ‘as 
1878, in which the tremendous devel- 
opment ofthe telephone service was 
predicted with wonderful accuracy. 
The letter was written to the capital- 
ists of an electric company who were 
interested in the development of the 
By them the 
letter was issued in thé form of a 
prospectus, Dated “March 25, 1878, 
Kensington, London,” the letter in- 
cludes the following: “At the present 
time we have a perfect-network of gas 
pipes and water pipes throughout. our 
large cities. We have main pipes 
Jaid under the streets communicating 
with the side pipes with the various 
dwellings yenabling the members to 
draw their supplies of gas and water 
from a common source)’ In a similar 
manner, it-is conceivable that cables 
of telephone wires could be laid un- 
derground or suspended overhead, 
communicating by branch wires with 
private dwellings, country houses, 
‘shops, manufacturies, etc., uniting 
them through the main cable with a 
central office, where the wires would 
be connected as desired, establishing 
direct communication, between. any 
two places in the city. Such a plan 
as this though impracticable at the 
present time will, I firmly believe, be 
the outcome of the introduction of the 
telephone to the public, 

“I am aware that such ideas ‘nay 
appear to you Utopian and out of 
place. Believing, as I do, however, 
that such a scheme will be the ulti- 
mate result of the telephone to the 
public, I will impress upon you the ad- 
visability of keeping this end in view, 
that all present arrangements of the 
telephone may eventually be realized 
in ‘this grand system.”

Because of abnormal conditions, the! 
Federal, Provincial and Municipal 
Governnients.-have been distributing 
largesums-of monex—each winter for 


several years. Some of it has been 
well spent in providing much needed 
relief in cases of real hardship. Some 
of it, on the other hand, simply en 
couraged loafers to loaf. 

The harvest this year is exception. 
al The farmers of Manitoba will 
spend probably $6,000,000 for outside 
help alone during the next three 
months. Every able-bodied single 
man, now without permanent employ 
ment, cah provide himself with a 
stake to carry. him through the win 
ter if he desires to do so. Even mar- 
ried men with families can secure a 
part of the money they require for 
the winter by getting out in the har- 
vest flelds at once. 

There are always needy cases, and 
neither the municipalities nor private 
citizens: can afford. to close thelr 
hearts to appeals to provide for these, 
But conditions are not now such Mat 
abnormal provision need be made. 
The sick and the unfortunate must’ be 
looked after; the able-bodied, only 
when it is shown that there is no 
work available and that due effort 
was made to provide for the winter 
by work in the fall. ; 

‘The men who are being brought 
into the west for the harvest should 
be given-emphatic notice that the 
cities will not provide for them in the 
winter. If they want to stop in the 
country, they will be able to find work 
on the farms. Otherwise they Should 
avail themselves of their return 
tickets.—Winnipeg Tribune.
